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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the following reasons. The argument that the 
claimed apparatus proactively controls the flow of vapors whereas the apparatus of Cash does not is not persuasive because, whether or 
not the apparatus of Cash is disclosed as proactively controlling flow, if the apparatus is capable of performing this function, then it 
meets the claim. The argument that the Cash reference does not disclose or suggest the use of meters and valves is not persuasive 
because Cash refers throughout the reference to amounts injected and withdrawn. Meters and valves are well known devices for 
controlling amounts injected and withdrawn. Also, the argument that the apparatus of Cash does not provide a first and second hydrogen 
gas stream is not persuasive because the examiner asserts that the apparatus of Cash is capable of performing this function. Providing a 
first and second hydrogen stream does not result in a structural difference between the claimed apparatus and the apparatus disclosed 
by Cash. 
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
